These inconsistencies are, we presume, the 
whims or fancies of the moment, the caprices 
of.a female tyrant distrustful alike of Chi- 
nese and foreign officials. But the recent 
appointments are lesscomprehensible, For 
instance, on the 10th inst. we received in- 
telligence that Sun Cuia-nar, the personal 
friend of His Majesty the Emperor Kwana 
Hav, had been appointed to the important 
post of President of the Board of Rites and 
to the Hanlin College at Peking. At the 
same time Wana Wern-suao had been pro- 
muted to the Grand Secretariat, and two or 
three other reactionary officials had been 
promoted. Then comes the announcement 
that Sune Serxu, late Governor of Kiangsi,.in 
which province no less than thirty-eight out 
of a total of forty-one Roman Catholic Mis- 
sion stations were looted and destroyed, has 
been promoted to be Governor of Kiangsu. 
The facts are inconsistent, but if carefully 
analysed the recent actions of the Peking 
Government will not bear a strict test. 
They have, it is true, issued edicts degrad- 
ing several officers, but when examined these 
edicts are found to be.very harmless to the 


_ offender, who is generally relegated to a 


position of temporary obscurity, but with- 
out any real punishment, accompanied, no 
doubt, by a very explicit assurance that his 
disgrace will not last long, and that it will 
all be made up to him eventually. This 
has almost invariably been the expérience of 
foreigners in dealing with the Chinese Gov- 
ernment; it has always been a matter of 
the utmost difficulty to get an erring official 
brought properly to book.

It is apparently not likely that much will 
be done in China during the winter season. 
It would probably be found possible to keep 
au army in the field during the intense cold 
of a northern Chinese winter, but the pro- 
cess would entail so much suffering on the 
troops, and so much expenditure for tho 
most necessary equipment, that unless in 
the case of the most extreme danger the 
result would hardly justify the under- 
taking. With returning confidence, the 
American President has announced that 
the policy of the United States will remain 
as before. What this very enigmati- 
cal announcement may mean, time only 
can show; ns ee the present Mr. Mc- 
Kiney’'s policy has becn a matter of jerks 
and starts, as the wave of popular opinion 
seemed in the eyes of the wire-pullers from 
day to day to dictate. Now, however, that 
the services of these uncommissioned minis- 
ters can be dispensed with for four years, 
and as far as Mr. McKtwtrey is concerned 
for ever, we may expect some plainer deve- 
lopment of the intentions of the White 
House than before. By a very curious con- 
catenation of affairs, Lord Satispury finds 
himself in an almost identical position ; and 
he gave an equally enigmatic statement of 
the intentions of the British Government 
at the usual Lord Mayor’s Dinner speech, 
following this up by a statement sing- 
ularly devoid of information at the open- 
ing’ of Purliament last week.

‘However much the individual 
Englishman or American may admire the 
pluck and obstinacy with which men like 
De Wet or Aguinaldo have hitherto upheld 
a lost cause, there is a time when the con- 
tinuance of such an attitude becomes a 
public crime, and the result of the recent 
elections in both countries has been to in- 
dicate that in the opinion of both nations 
that time has fully arrived. By this it is 
by no means implied that any desire for 
a vulgar vengeance is in the air, or that any 
personal animosity against the Boers as 
a people or as individuals existe; or 
on the other hand that any section 
of the American people desires to withhold 
from the Filipinos the influence in the 
affairs of tho Islands to which they are 
entitled. In the pluck and persistence 
with which the Boers have contested 
their supremacy in South Africa the 
British Empire at large is prepared to 
recognise those qualities, which tightly 
directed go far towards the making of good 
citizens; and it is one of the finest traits in 
Lord Roperts’s character that, skilled sol- 
dier as he is, it is as an administrator that 
he desires to be handed down to posterity. 
In the same way the British Government 
has been slower than the British people to 
recognise that what was needed in China 
waa not revenge, but such adequate punish- 
ment for the individuals concerned in the 
recent vutrages as would prevent a recur- 
rence. With the Chinese people themselves 
we have no ground of hostility. But public 
opinion in China is not so far organised that 
the punishment of her mischief-makers can 
safely be left to unassisted public opinion, 
and so the representatives of her dangerous 
political agitators, having arisen amongst a 
section of the ruling classes accidentally in 
power at; the moment, have been able to 
bring disgrace on their country. Had the 
public opinion of China as a nation been 1n 
favour of the atrocities committed by the 
intrusive Empress Dowager, that truculent 
individual would not have had to flee as a 
fugitive from Peking, nor would she have 
failed in her distress to have rallied the 
As a matter of fact, 
China and the Chinese have declared a ainst 
her, and did they but feel that in the pro- 
fessed desire of-the foreign Powers to punish 
the guilty there was concealed no unworthy 
hankering after merely personal aggrandise- 
ment, the Dowager aud her crow would, from 
the beginning, have been handed over to the 
Powers, or have experienced from their 
offended fellow-countrymen the punishment, 
which for their offence against the Empire, 
no less than their crimes against the world, 
they have deserved.

THE DESTRUCTION OF REFUSE.

The letter of Mr. J. J. Bryan, Sani 
Surveyor, which was read at Thursday’s 
meeting of the Sanitary Board, called atten- 
tion to‘a very unpleasant subject. Without 
going into details, it is sufficient to say that 
the’ {népector visited the burial ground for 
the carcases of cattle and pigs, and fourd 
the burial-to be little better than a farce, 

‘and in-consequence the air was abominably 
polluted. To check this, Mr. Bryan states 
that ‘he has provided for deeper trenches, 
and suggests the use of lime; but the burial 
ground, he says, will at most suffice for three 
motiths only. Other disposal of the carcases 
being necessary,-he proposes that after the 
exhaustion of the ground all condemned 
carcases should be taken out tu sea, weighted 
under proper supervision, ani thrown 
overboard. There are altogether three 
alternatives at the disposal of the authori- 
ties for getting rid of these carcases — 
burial, dumping in the sea, and cremation in 
a destructor. ‘lhe first is only available in 
the present burial ground for three months 
more, and therefore it would become neces- 
sary to find a fresh spot for a cattle and 
swine cemetery, as the extension of the place 
now used:'ig, to say the least, unadvisable.

“again. Three cargo-boats were used on 
“the second occasion, and one suggestion is 
“that the Sanitary Inspector who was in 
“charge of the three boats could not super- 
“intend the proper carrying out of the work 
“by the coolies. Of course he could not, 
“and it will doubtless be asked by many 
“people why one man was not placedin charge 
“of each boat.’ The method, in fact, 
was not fuund to work well, and apart from 
the question of expense, it can only effec- 
tively cope with an outbreak of cattle disease 
by the employment of a number of Euro- 
pean inspectors. But we have not in Hong- 
kong a large st ff of inspectors with little 
work to do. On the contrary, our Sanitary 
staff is none too large to cope with its 
present duties. The President of the 
Sanitary Board thinks it will be necessary 
to resort again to this unsatisfactory 
“dumping” plan until a suitable crema- 
torium can be built. This seems certain, but 
we should like to know whether any provision 
will be made for proper supervision by 
inspectors in the event of outbreaks such as 
that of foot-and-mouth disease at Pokfulam, 
which might become serious at any time and 
is in any event difficult to deal with. 

There remains the disposal of the carcases 
by means of a destructor, of which we heard 
a good deal at the Sanitary Board’s last 
mesting. Opinion on refuse-destructors is 
divided. As the President said on Thurs- 
day, they have been a success in some places 
and a fuilure in others. ‘The Public Works 
Committee will shortly have before it a 
great mass of correspondence on the subjeut 
from the Straits, from India, and elsewhere. 
Mr. Ormssy is awaiting plans and estimates 
from England and Bombay for a suitable 
crematorium for cattle and pigs, and 
a German tender and plan are also expected. 
The question of expense, however, is re- 
garded by many as an insuperable obstacle. 
Mr. May stated that he believed that the 
reason for the imvariable rejection of the 
proposal by the Public Works Committee 
was that this refuse-destructor recommended 
from time to time was not put forward as a 
refuse-destructor for the whole of the city, 
but only as an experiment by the Public 
Works Committee. They thought that if 
this one succeeded there would be various 
other refuse-destructors wanted, and they 
might be landed into very heavy expense. 
He suggested that the number required 
might no€ be so great as supposed, and de- 
Clared himself in favour of a destructor. 
In characterising the dumping of refuse in 
the sea as “slovenly” he certainly did not 
uss too strong a word. Athome where this 
method is employed, as, for instance, off the 
east coast, care is taken that the refuse is

Osnorne's remark at the Sanitary Board 
in June, 1899—“ It is very desirable to have 
this destructor. I have not the slightest 
doubt we shall not get it’’—will not be ap- 
plicable for long in the future. 


THE PLAGUE IN 1900: 


a 
(Daily Presse, 14th December.) 

Dr. Feancis Cuarx’'s report on the epi- 
demic of Plague in Hongkong during tho 
current year, dated Sanitary- Board Offices, 
31st October, is now made public. It con- 
tains four pages of actual report, including. 
the already published memorandum of the 
Sunitary Board on the method adopted for 
dealing with the outbreak, nineteen pages of 
tabular lists of cases, and threecharts. -The 
total number of cases reported up fo the 
date when the report was written was 1,082. 
Since then but two have oecurred, which 
only very slightly affect the statistics. Of 
the previous 1,082 cases mentioned in the 
report, all but 28 were among the Chinese, 
while of the total of 1,034 deaths all but 15 
were among the Chinese. The case-morta- 
lity, therefore, was as high as 95'5 percent, 
while the Chinese case mortality was no less 
than 96°6 per cent. For purposes of coin- 
parison, Dr. CLark gives the figures for the 


previous epidemic years, 1894, 1896, 1898, — 


and 1899. ‘hese were as follows:--_ .

: Analysing the returns, Dr. Crank found 
that the non-Chinese cases comprised 6 
Europeans, 5 Portuguese, 9 Indians, 7 
Japanese, and one Filipino, of whom ono 
European, 4 Portuguese, 7 Indians, and 
3 Japanese died. ‘I'he non-Chinese mor- 
tality was therefore 58.6 per cent. The one 
European who died was the English em- 
ployee at the Naval Yard who died after 
some six wevk’s stay in the Colony, having 
come out from England. It has been ob- 
served before, remarks Dr. Cuagrx, that new 
arrivals from temperate climates aro far 
more lable to contract the disease and to 
succumb than are residents of some stand- 
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of 31.7 of female cases, compared with 35.8 


per cent. in 1898. The ‘percentage of women 
“in our Chinese popula is 29.9 per cent. 


The lessened liability of the women to con- 
tract the disease Dr. Crarx attributes either 
to a smaller proportion of women in. the 


' Chinese population since the last Census or 


to an improvement in the sanitary conditions 
of the poorer homes. Next month’s Census 
will thrown light on the former question. 
Among Chinese children under fifteen years 
of age the percentage hus been 25.9 per 
cent, (278 cases in all), as compared with 
24.1 per cent. in 1898. The poportion of 
children under 15 being only 18 per cent. of 
the Chinese population, it 1s appareut, the 
report continues, that children are more 
liable to contract the disease than adults. 
‘Their case mortality was 96.7, practically the 
same as the generel Chinese case-mortality. 
Plague has prevailed throughout the whole 
year, three-clear weeks in March being the 
longest period without 4 case. ‘The bulk of 
the cases were, as before, in the second 
quarter. In Januar v-March there were 
20 cases, 19 deaths ; in April-June 745 cases, 
683 deaths ; in July-September 304 cases, 
309 deaths (the excess of deaths being due, 
says the report, to some of the 152 cases 
-reported in the last fortnight of the previous 
quarter not dying until after the commence- 
ment of the third quarter).. In October 
there were 13 cases and 13 deaths—and, we 
may add, in November two cases and two 
deaths. 493 of the total number of cases 
occurred in the City of Victoria, Health 
Districts Nos. 2 and 9 maintaining their 
evil notoriety and claiming 229 cases be- 
tween them. The figures of the ten dis- 
tricts were as follows :—

A bad feature of the outbreak has been 
the number of dead bodies found in the 
streets or floating in the Harbour. There 
were no less than 412 cases so’ discovered, 
or 87.1 per cent. of the total. In 1899, how- 
ever, the percentage was as high as 40. Dr. 
Crark says: “These bodies are thrown out 
“at night by the other occupants of the 
“ infected houses, with a view to avoiding the 
“disinfection of the premises, and it would 
“appear to be impossible to put a stop 
“to the practice without an enormous in- 
“crease in the European police force of the 
“Colony. It is this practice by the Chinese 
«that has necessitated such frequent house 
‘to house visitations by the officers of the 
“Sanitary Board, and until the better class 


' «Chinese can bring such pressure to bear 


“upon their poorer neighbours as will result 
“in a cessation cf this method of disposing 
“of their dead, and concealing the address 
“of the infected premises, I fear that house 
“to house visitation, with its attendant dis- 
“comforts to the more respectable Chinese 
“residents, must be pressed, or the alter- 
‘native of a wholesale vacation of the houses 
“in infected districts be put in force. This 
“latter remedy is universally admitted to be 
“the most effective one for dealing with 
“ Bubonic Fever, but unfortunately its con- 
“ sequences to the property-owner are most 
“disastrous, as it naturally results in a 
“result of all rental 
“some three or four months, and it is 
“therefore as much to the interests of 
“the property-owner as to the Colony at 
« large that all cases of this disease should 
“be. at once identified, and isolated.” Dr. 
CuanKk appends a list of all places-in which 
dead bodies have bean found, showing that 
twelve have been persons who have fowid 
their way to the Canton _ Wharf,. wishing to 
cross.to Chinese territory, but have died on 

reaching the:‘wharf. 70 bodies were found 
in the Harbour, and 43 at Youmati. The 
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list may well suggest to the police the loca- 
lities where special vigilance is needed to 
stup this practice of getting rid of the dead 
while suppressing the address of the infected 
premises. Should the practice continue, in 
spite of police vigilance, Dr. CLtarx con- 
cludes, he sees no other remedy than for the 
Sanitary Board to decide to cremate all un- 
claimed bodies so found. 

The charts which accompany the report 


illustrate “ Bubonic Fever and General 
Rat Mortality,” “ Bubonic Fever and 
Mean Atmospheric Temperature,” ard 


*Bubonic Fever and Rainfall.” It has 
been found that the average rat mor- 
tality of the City, above ground, is 400 
to 500 per -week, while during a plague 
epidemic it rises toas many as 2,000 or more 
per week. — According to the chart the: 
augmented rat mortality begins earlier and 
lasts longer than the epidemic” among 
human beings. The Government’ has con- 
sequently, on the recommendation of the 
Board, decided to continue the payment 
for rats (the. bulk of which goes to scaveng- 
ing coolies who collect the dead rats thrown 
out by householders or that have died in the 
streets) after the epidemic, so that any in- 
crease in the number collected may give an 
early warning of a recrudescence of the dis- 
ease. From the second chart it appears 
that, as in former years, the epidemic abated 
as soon as the mean atmospheric tempera- 
ture rose above 80 deg. F. The disease, 
however, does not seem to recrudesce when 
the temperature again falls below 80 deg. 
This Dr. CuarK finds difficult to explain, 
but suys that no doubt : there are 
many other factors at work in the 
causation of an epidemic. The third chart 
deals with the influence of rainfall on the 
progress of the disease. In the twentieth, 
twenty-fourth, and twenty-sixth weeks heavy 
falls were followed by declines in the epide- 
mic. Such statistics as these are interesting, 
but of course the number of “factors at 
work "’ makes it necessary for them to be 
compared with similar statistics from other 
epidemics before theories can be built on 
them. The report before us is an excellent 
piece of statistical work, in which all but 
necessary comment on the facts collected is 
avoided. It deserves to be read with close 
attention.

tion of the Bill will enable both the legal

As I 
understand the law, although, a receiving 

order may be made in England against a firm, 

the subsequent adjudication of bankruptcy has 

to be © against the partners individually, 

: and not against the firm, in the firm name. I 
| have been informed that in this colony adjudi-

; observe that section 78 of the Bankruptcy Ordin- 

ance, No. 20 of 1891, enacts that when proceed- 

ings are taken against a firm in the firm’s name all 

nominal and dormant partners shall be included 

in the adjudication, and all their joint estate 

and the i, la estate. of each of them shall 

vestinthe Trustee.

AN IMPERIAL DECREE. 


TUNG FUHSIANG AND INTERNATIONAL 
AMENITIES. 

The following decree, issued on the 3rd inst, 
deals with the cashiering of General Tung 
Fuhsiang. Weare indebted to the N.-C. Daily 
News for the translation. 

Tung Fulisiang, Provincial Commander-in- 
Chief of Kansu, while in command of said pro- 
vince, succeeded in gaining great fame for the 
manor in which he suppressed the recent 
Mahommedan rebellion, but, on the other hand, 
he is ignorant of international amenities. In 
consequence of this, whenever the Throne 
desired to continue and preserve friendly re- 
lations with Foreign Powers, Tung Fuhsiang, 
in his ignorance, always displayed roughness 
and impetuosity utterly at variance with the 
wishes of the Throne. For such conduct the 
said Tung Fuhsiang ought to be punished 
severely, but considering the strategic import- 
ance of Kansu province and his intimacy with 
the requirements of said territory, we hereby 
deal leniently with the said Commander-in-chiof 
and merely cashier him of his rank and titles 
while he is allowed to retain his post. We have 
already ordered the disbandmont of 5,500 men 
of his army, and we hereby command him to 
take charge of those that are left, namely the 
several battalions of his personal troops, and 
leave forthwith with them for Kans to guard 
the various important points there. The fur, her 
favour of the Throne will depend upon the said 
Tung Fuhsiang’s future conduct.

CENTRAL.

SOLDIER FALLS FROM A VERANDAII. 

Fire broke out on the evening of the 9th inst. 
shortly after seven o'clock—7-10 is the time given 
by the police—on the first floor of a buildin 
at Beaconsfield Arcado, Queen's Road Central, 
which is used cs an office. The ground floor is 
occupied by o Japanese curio-dealer, and the 
socond or top floor is usxd as a family house. 
Sergeant Kendall was probably the first 
man to detect tho outbreak. He was rass- 
ing along. Queon'’s Road, when he noticed 
smoke issuing from the first floor of the building 
in question. He at once, thuugh not without 
difficulty, located the seat of the fire, and 
telephoned from a grill room situated on the 
premiscs to the Central Police Station, summon- 
ing assistance. Shortly afterwards some Chi- 
nese firemen arrived with a despatch box, and 
Sergeant Kendall superintended the rigging-up 
of the hose they brought with them, and saw 
that it was properly directed on the flames. The 
Central Fire Brigade arrived soon afterwards, 
and euergotically set. about mastering the ont- 
break, which tad assumed rather alarming 
proportions. Their exertions proved suc- 
-cessful, and by half-past eight. the fiames were 
subdued. The upper storey, from. its location, 
was to the full fury of the fire, and 
collspsed. Fortunately no one injured. 
Willing assistance was rendered the 
Brigade by a large number of soldiers and 
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a private in the. Royal :.Welsh Fusiliers, ‘was: 


alighting on his back. Hoe was picked up in a: 
semi-conscious state and.conveyed in: an am- 
bulance waggon to the Military Hospital, suf- 
fering from injury to the thigh and head. 
This, fortunately, was: the only casualty. 
In connection with the presence on- the scene 
of soldiers and bluejackets:and the: part they 
played in the operations, a fireman of eight 
years’ standing informed our. representative 
that they hindered rathor than. assisted the 
firomen. * But for the interforence at the start. 
of a number of blue-jackets,.our . informant 
says, who. forcibly took. the .hose . from -the: 
Chinese firemen and dragged it to where they . 
thought the flames could-.be more effectively 
reached, the outbreak would -have been subdued 
before ten dollars’ worth of damage was:done, 
As it is, the figure is expected to be a one, :, 
although it had not been approximated when we 
went to press.- From 8 private source we-learn 
thatthere wasa glaring wantof disciplineamongst 
the firemen. No one appeared to be in command, 
and everyone sHantea orders, with the natural 
result that confusion marked every movement. 
One of the firms involved, a Spanish company 
trading under the name of Tejada, is insured to 
the amount of $3,'00; the other, D’ Agostini, .is . 
not. At eleveno’clock on Sunday night no further - 
particulars were\to hand, except that the firstand. 
second floors-have been -gutted. Tho ground . 
floor was slightly damaged by water. The firm 
occupying the first floor is insured to the extent 
of $3,000 in the ‘Hongkong Fire Insurance: 
Company, but the second floor, which is ocou- 
pied by two families,,is not thus covered. ‘The 
origin of the fire is not definitely known, : but 
it is supposed to have been caused by some.Chi- 
nese throwing live cigarette ends amongst some 
odds and ends underneath the stairway leading 
to the first floor. . ae ee ae 
The Chinese caretaker -of tho building, 
who disappeared after the .occurrence, has 
turned up again, but can give no explanation of * 
the outbreak beyond the fact that he left a lamp 
burning ‘in the first floor office. . The damage to 
the building itself is estimated at $800; the total 
loss will probably be something between. fou 
and five thousand dollars. po 
Private Cummings, is reported to be dan- 
gerously ill. He is suffering from injuries to

THE ACTING VICEROY PAYS A CALL. 

Qn Saturday, the 8th inst., shortly after 3 
p.m., H.E. the Acting Viceroy Tak Sow made 
an official call upon the Commander of the 
U.8.8. Monterey, in a flower-boat towed by a 
Chinese gunboat, the usual salute being fired. 
It was about 5 p.m. when he left. 

A MILITARY OUTRAGE. 

Some time last week two Chinese soldiers in 
uniform took passages on board the passenger 
boat On: Lee, towed by steam-launch from Can- 
ton to Fatshan. en one of the boatmen 
went round to collect the passage money, and 
asked them to pay, they eaid they were soldiers 
and insisted upon a certain reduction, to which 
the boatman refused to accede, as of late thero 
huve been many rascals who palm themselves 
off as soldiers and wearing uniforms attempt 
to.-defraud the passenger boats in this manner. 


, He added that if they refused to pay their full 


passage money he would take off their clothing 
and kesp it as a guaranteo for payment. Seeing 
that they were no match against a number of 
crew, the soldiors left on board two pairs of 
old shoes, promising to call the next day to pay 
their passage and rodeem the articles. Sure 
enough, they came the following day, and bring- 
with them ten or more soldiers set upon 
the captain of the boat, the money-collector 
and 9 few of the crew, and assaulted and wounded 
them and then decamped.

THE BLACK FLAGS. 

Liu Yung-fu, the Black Flag General, has 
arrived in Canton from the North with his 
soldiers to the number of.three thousand. The 
Acting Viceroy ordered him to send two thousand 
to Waichow, the scene of the late rebellion, five 
hundred to Sai-chiu, and five hundred to Chii- 
tau shan. The Acting Viceroy has refused to 
grant the necessary leave to Liu, who wished 
to return home. 

THE LEKIN FARM. 

The Namhoi and the Pun-yu magistrates 
are now forcing the leading merchants of the 
seventy-two guilds, under the order of the 
Viceroy, to pay up arrears of rent (to the 
amount of $500,000) for the lekin farm 
during the preceding half year. The mer- 
chants plead that, as owing to the northern 
crisis business has been very dull and the 

roceeds of the lekin taxes thereby greatly 

iminished, they are unable to comply with the 
request. It is said that if the seas | refuses 
to write off the sum, the merchants will petition 
the Emperor. The control of the lekin taxes 
returned into the hands of the mandarins at 
the beginning of this month. 

COINING CASH. 

As copper cash is very dear, the Governnient 
has opened an office in front of the prefectural 
Yamen for the exchange of cents newly coined 
in the mint. Only 40,000 pioces are to be ex- 
changed evory day, and each person is allowed 
to obtain two dollars’ worth a day. 


AN OUTBREAK SUPPRESSED. 

Some days ago a rebellion broke out in the 
Yanfa district, in the prefecture of Shao-Chow, 
under a leadernamed Lau Ku-pau, who had about 
1,500 followers. ‘The local Taoctai, hearing of tha 
outbreak, promptly marched to the sceno with a 
good number of soldiers, capturing twenty-eight 
rebels and dispersing the rest. Lau Ku-pau made 
good his escapo and has hidden himeelf in the 
mountain fastnesses ‘with a number of his fol- 
lowers.

officials. From the outset the Russian’ autho- 
rities seemed to assuré the aggressive, and in 
every way to seek to weaken the control of the 
native officials. We wore fortunate in having 
at this port s Taotai who -saw the folly of at- 
tempting to oust the foreignér, and who in’ 
consequence kept a tight hand ovor his soldiers, ' 
maintaining perfect order on the native town 
and immediate vicinity in spite of various: 
mandates from the Monkden Viceroy to kill all 


foreignors. ; 
THE FIRST AGGRESSION. =. 
Thia control was exercised pérfectly in every 
respect until the morning of the 26th. when 
the Russians attacked a stockade, situated two 
miles outside the city, in which somo seven to 
eight hundred soldiers were located during the 
day. These soldiers, who formed part of the T'ao- 
tai’s guard, and were employed in patrolling the 
town at night and keeping ordo amonget the 
many rowdies to be found. in cities, were 
given an hour in which to vacate the stockade, 
which they occupied with the full cognizance ' 
and consent of the Treaty Consuls; ‘very

naturally they demurred’at leaving by the ‘orile a

The Russians then. withdrew to the Russian 
settlement some three-quarters of a mile distant 
from the port, leaving the foreign settlement 
with its small guard to bear the brunt of 
any attack on the part of the justly infuriated 
aalive soldiery, which attack was not mado 
solely through the exertions of the .Taotai, 
This action of the Russian military authorities 
was strongly hake egeints the Treaty 
Consuls, the Russian Consul, .

sulate in the name of Sir Robert Hart. 

_ FORMAL OCCUPATION. 

The same day (5th August) Vice-Admiral 
Alexieff arrived and notified ull nationals 
through their respective consuls that, owing to 
the hostility of the native officials, the Russian 
military authorities had been compelled to cap- 
ture the {own for the protection of all concerned, 
that a provisional Civil Administration would 
in future conduct the affairs of the city and 
police the settlement, according foreigners all 
the privileges they had hitherto enjoyed. 

ANNEXING THE RAILWAY. 

The next move of tho Russians was to 
ocoupy the Newchwang terminus of the 
5} wan Railway on the 6th October, 
without any previous advice to the Resident 
Engineer or H. B. M. Consul, whose protests 
were disregarded. The Resident Enginsor 
has twice applied for permission to visit the 
terminus, the latter application being made 
through H. B. M. Consul; both being refused. 
There is good cause to believe that a large 
quantity of the material stored on the premises 
has been removed by the Russians, notwithstand- 
ing the assurance given to H.B.M. Consul that 
the same would be safeguarded pending final 
settlement. 

THE END OF TRADE. 

In the meantime trade has practically ceased, 
the many bandits and pirates whom the 
Russians apparently take no measures to put 
down, rendering both land and river traffic im- 
possible. The many atrocities committed by the 
Russian troops, and the robbing of respectable 
Chinese by the Cossacks and soldiers, effectually 
prevent any improvement in trade or any 
possibility of improvement, so long as the pre- 
sent condition of things is allowed to continue. 

RUSSIA'S MANCUVRE. 

It is clear to any unprejudiced observer that 
the object of the Russian authorities was to 
take advantage of the Boxer outbreak to 
seize the port, and as the perfect order 
maintained by the Chinese officials prevented 
the giving of an excuse for such occupation, 
they were compelled to goad the populace into 
affording them one, at the same time weakening 
the control of the native officials by making 
them lose “face or caste. This is the view 
held by those well qualified to judge, and is’ in 
accordanca with the report of H.B.M. Consul 
to the Home Government. — 

JAPAN'S OCCUPATION—A CONTRAST. 
The marked difference between the Japanese

The Siberian Army is composed, as admitted 
by the Russians themselves, of the dregs of 
her population. Discipline is an unknown 
quantity; the very passes issued by the Civil 
and Military authorities are unintelligible to 
the bulk of the rank and file—as witness the 
treatment of the despatches carried by a native 
messenger from Shanhaikwau; these despatches 
“On Her Majesty's Service,” were wrapped up 
in a British flag and borne by a messenger 
who had a Russian pass authorising him to’ 
travel unmolested, in spite of which they were 
torn open on the road. It is of course possible 
that the perpetrators could read both English 
and Russian. Is there any hope of order being 
restored to a country through the means of 
such rabble ? 

THE RAILWAY—AN EXPLANATION.

been touched; leniency, in fact, is the Russian 
policy, but individual soldiers rob and maltreat

before reinstating him. 

THE OCCUPATION OF LIAO YANG. 

At Liao Yang, when on the arrival of the 
Russian troops General Fleischer rode into the 
town (in which many white flags were hung 
out) with only a small escort, he was fired on by 
the Chinese soldiers from the houses, and 
thrown from his horse. He then sent a strong 
body of troops into the city, who drove the 
soldiers and Boxers out through the east gate, 
those latter stabbing their way through the 
civilians who were thronging there ; outside the 
gate many of thom were shot down by artillory 
posted there. The remainder went to Moukdsn. 
The Russians wished not to interrupt trade at 
Liao Yang. so consulted a missionary doctor who 
had been stationed there as to what they should 
do. He volunteered to go through the city with 
a few men, and assuro the merchants that if they 
opened their shops and continued business there 
would be no looting by the Russians, but said 
that if he gave this assurance it must be adhered 
to. After a long search he managed to gut some 
of the inhabitants tegether and explained tothem 
that if they left they would certainly lose all. 


On his guarantee they remained, and the Rus- . 


sians, by sending a commissioned officer with 
each patrol, kept order, and there was no 
looting. In consequence, business in. Lino Yang 
is flourishing. 

MOUKDEN RUINED BY BOXERS. 

Tho soldiers and Boxers-who left Liao Yang 
went to Moukden and looted and burned there. 
All the best Hongs.and shops are totally des- 
troyed, and business is paralysed; in fact, the 
town is practically bankrupt.

WHOLESALE INSURGENT DESERTION—OVER 
2,000 8URRENDER AND HOLD THANKS- 
GIVING SERVICES. 

There has been a veritable landslide in the 
insurgent army of north-western Luzon. 
whole district has surrendered and begs the 
protection of the American troops. A total of 
2.180 sworn insurrectos, inhabitants of the 
vicinity of Santa Maria and Vigan, opened 
negotiations with Captain Green of the 33rd 
Infantry, U.S. Vols., last Friday. As Green did 
not have a sufliciont force to guard such a mob, 
he instructed them to return to their camp and 
to come back again on_ Sunday, when he would 
ba able to receive them. In the meantime 
General Young was notified of the evont, and -he 
immediately set out with a troop of cavalry to 
ascertain the character of the outfit, and to find 
out whether they were bona fide soldiers or 
merely half-starved natives who wanted food 
and rest. He found that they were genuine 
soldiers and members of General Tinio’s bolo 
brigade. There wore no rifles among them. 
They had simply been hounded from pillar to 
post, over mountains and valleys, never 
being able to stop in any one place for 
more than two or three days, until they 
realised that the game was not worth the 
caudle and decided to surrender. <A full belly 
in town, even though it be under American rule, 
is better than a breast fall of patriotism and 

| diminishing waist measure in the mountains. 
And so they came in. To quote from General 
Young’s report, “2,180 Katipunan to-day volun- 
tarily renounced connection with the insurrec- 
tion and swore allegiance to our government. 
1,900 of this nuniber, ineluding 1,173 reported on 
30th ult., were‘sworn bolomen. The oath was 
administered with all solemnity by Padre Cura 
Conception in the church in this town (Santa 
Maria), followed by a Te Deum and Benediction. 
. . .. This number includes about all the men 
| capable of bearing arms within the ‘jurisdiction 
of Santa Maria, which was considered the worst 
town in the district.” Genoral Young attributes 
this surrender to the re-election of President

INSURGENT DISCOURAGEMENT. 
The insurgent leaders in Manila are thorough- 
| ly discouraged. Several men who are known to be 
'gtrong sympathisers were a Open on the

SAVING PLANTATIONS IN SAMAR.

Tho insurgent have 
followed the tactics of burning the towns and 
destroying the plantations on the approach of 
the Americans. One of the chief objects of

very doubtful. The owners may havo the 
return of their properties, but it is "feared that 
most of the country will be devastated. 

MANILA SALOON BILL. 

To-morrow the Commission will hold public 
session on the Manila Saloon Bill. ‘This bill, 
which will in all likelihood become law, in 
reform, and it 
naturally meets with considerable opposition 
and adverse criticism. Its clauses are concise 
and imperative, and lave apparently been 
framed with special view to prevent any dodg- 
ing or misunderstanding. The bill carefully 
regulates every branch of the liquor trade of 


’ Manila and vicinity ; it enforces Sunday closing, 


prohibits gambling devices, also the sale of 
intoxicants in the public markets, booths, and 
plazas. Under no circumstances does it permit 
the sale of native wines to American soldiers. 
(This last is a good measure—farewell to 
‘‘bino” jags, pipe-dreams, and the guard-house.) 
Clause 23 sounds the death of the numerous 
saloons that live both sides of the city’s main 
street, the Escalta; and it also prohibits the 
granting of licenses after April first of this year 


to any saloon located in specially designated . 


districts, which practically include all the main 
streets and public squares. As there are 
many saloons in Manila that are fitted in 
expensive style and represent a large in- 
vestment of money, there is strong opposition 
to the proposed law. On Wednesday the in- 
terested parties will have an opportunity to 
advance any arguments that they may have. 
Manila is such a thirsty place and so convenient- 
ly full of grog shops and wine rooms that one 
cannot keep wondering what is to become of the 
unsuspecting imbihers. True enough, the mili- 
tary government, by its night restrictions, has 
educated people on the “ early to bed and early 


to rise” plan, but whether it can legislate away 
aman's parched throat and steady thirsty re- 
mains to be seen. 


FORMOSA. 


Mr. Goto, Director of the Administrative 
Bureau in Formosa, who is now in Tokyo, 
in an interview with a press representative, 
says the Jupan Herald, expresses himself, 
highly gratified at the admiuistrative 


. system of Formosa during the past three 


years. He emphasises the fact that every 
possible credit must be given to the financial 
operations of the Formosan Government. Ac- 
cording to the latest estimates, the budget 
for the next fiscal year stands thus :—Revenue 
Y.16,280,000 and expenditure Y.25,000,000, the 
latter item including extraordinary outlays for 
various new undertakings. The deficit is to be 
liquidated by the remittance of 2,160,000 yen 
from the Central Government and also by float- 
ing a public loan. In connection with this 
loan, Mr. Goto states that the Governor-General 
will be authorised to raise a foreign loan, in 
order that he may be able to choose between 
either foreign or domestic money as the state 
of the money market may dictate at the time 
of floating. Referring to the business condi- 
tion of the Formosan Bank, he states that the 
Bank has already received in deposits over 
Y. 4,000,000. 

With regard to the future prospects of the Gov- 
ernment’s finances, Mr. Goto expects no ang- 
mentations on the side of expenditures on the 
result of gradual completion of sundry public 
works, but he is positive of approciable in- 
crease on the side of revenue, probably up to 

Y.20,000,000 within the next three years, owing 
to the successful working of the monopoly 
systems of opium, camphor, and salt, and ‘also 
judicial enforcement of taxation on Iand. Mr. 
Goto anticipates'o promising future for sugar 
production in Formosa, which he be ire to grow 


to. the enormous ae of Y.40,000,000 before 
long. 


The only case of communicable diseasé in the 
colony last week was one of smallpox (Euro- 
pean), taported from Swatow.

not Sir Robert Hart alone -who. is affected in~ 
{his respect. Several of the members of the 
British Legation not only shared these views be 
seemed: 


what appears to tho ordinary outsider as a 
wanton and dastardly attack on the represen- 
tatives of friendly Powers does rot rest on 
the Chinese. “They (Tung Fuhsiang, &c.) 
did their. duty according to their ights” 
not inaptly describes the attitude of some of 
the principal sufferers during the siege. The 
reason for this attitude need not be gone into 
here, not if it were would any satisfactory con- 
clusion be come to. It exists. And the reason 
why only adds one more feature to that most 
extraordin of problems—the influence of 
Chinese civilisation (or uncivilisation) on the 
Occidental mind. It is not, however, in a mere 
abstract way that these ideas affect the problem 
confronting the Powers in China; they ap- 
pear to bo carried, into the very practical 
one of the forwarding of supplies for the use 
of the very troops now opposing us in 
the North. A concrete case is afforded by 
the Shanghai Arsenal, which gaily goes on 
manufacturing munitions of war of various 
kinds and sending them out, doubtless for the 
repressing of the rebels, but whether under that 
heading are classed the foreign troops command- 
ed by von Waldersee there is of course no means 
of knowing for certain, The man in the street 
would haye no hesitation in saying that these 
were intended for the purpose of opposing the 
advance of the “foreign: barbarians, but then 
again in things Chinesé the man in the street 
cannot be relied upon to form a. proper 
opinion. What he cannot, perhaps will not, 
understand—so says the official mind—is that 
the. Chinese have got to be conciliated. A 
French officer out shooting recently in the 
close vicinity of Shanghai was surrounded by 
villagers, his gun taken away, and his dignity, if 
not his person, soverely damaged. Heof course 


wished to make-reprisals, but the French Con-. _ 


sul here stepped in.and gave him to-understand 
that above all things the Chinese must be con- 
ciliated. In this particlar case it may or may 
not have been wise to have settled the matter 
thus ; the merits of the casé were not gone into 
closely, and it is only quoted here_to illustrate

Further, I never said that the Sanitary 
Board should not undertake the work of in- 
vestigation of the mosquito question ‘ because 
it had too much to do and no means of doing 
it." What I said was that the Board had 
plenty of other work to do and might leave this 
work (which I termed ao scientific research) to

The plaintiff said the defendant borrowed the 
money from him on the 15th September, giving 
him the promissory note produced. ‘ 

In answer to Mr: Brutton, the plaintiff said 
he had nothing to do with the starting of a club 
in September. Some furniture was obtained 
from hiar to furnish a club at 52, Praya Central. 
He did not know who was the first paraeastf 
but Leung Chor started the club. He bought 
the furniture from a shop in Lyndhurst 
Terrace for $100.75. The defendant took 
delivery of the furniture of No. 52, Praya 
Central. Witness was also present. He made 
a mistake when he said he got the promissory 
note on the 15th September. He should have 
said the 17th September. He was in the club 
when he lent the money. He did not know 
when the furniture was taken away from tho 
club. He received a letter from Messrs. Moun- 
seyfand Brutton on the 24th November. He 
did not know whether the furniture was re- 
moved the day before. (Mr. Brutton read this 
letter, which said that in consequefice of. the 
furniture having been removed thé plaintiff 
was asked to return the promissory note in 
question by a certain time proceedings would be 
taken) No money was actually passed. He 
received the promissory note for the furniture. 
He received another letter from Mounsey and 
Brutton on Wednesday. (This letter was pro- 
duced, and showed that the special defence of 
want of consideration would be set up). 

Hig Lordship non-suited the plaintiff with 
costs.
